SI the battle fronts, the chief political 
jjjue—the negotiations 
between the 


central powers and Russia—remains 
the absorbing point in .interest in the 
world war. Chaotic indeed is the sit- 
uation surrounding these negotiations, 
do to the fact that nothing but con- 
tradictory reports of the proceedings 
have come through. That peace again 
has been discussed at Brest-Litovsk 
seems apparent, controverting the pre- 
vious report that the pourparlers in 
this respect would not be continued 
bj- the Bolshevik! anless they were 
transferred to Stockholm. 


The latest advices are to the effect 


that the delegates- of the central pow- 
ers now have declared withdrawn, so 
far as Kussias allies are concerned, 
their peace proposals of December 25 
o£ "no forcible annexation or indem- 
nity," which were conditional on Great 
Britain, the "United States and other 
enemy powers participating in 
the 


peace pourparlers.

Xow Question of Separate Peace. 


But Count Czernin, the Austro-Hun- 


(irian foreign minister, told the Bol- 
theviki delegates that the door has 
not been closed to the Russians and 
that the situation now had resolved 
itselE into a question of a separate 
peace between Russia and the Central 
puffers. 
The seeming ultimatum of 


the representatives of the enemy pow- 
ers was taken under advisement and 
the conference was adjourned. 


Xiicolal Lenine, the Bolsheviki pre- 


mier, apparently is maintaining his 
previous attitude of unwillingness to 
concede any point to the enemy and 
has reasserted that unless tho central 
powers accept the Bolsheviki propos- 
als the Bolsheviki will declare war on 
them. 
He also has declared himself 


in favor of stopping demobilization 
and preparing for war. 


Don Cossacks Form Republic.

NEUTRALS EXEMPT FROM DRAFT 


Even It They Have IlrSt First Papers 


They Will Be Free From Liability 


to Military Service. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Citizens 


or subjects of European neutral coun- 
tries,^ regardless of whether they have 
taken out first papers for American 
citizenship, will be free from liability 
to military service in the United States 
if they appeal through their diplo- 
matic representatives here. 
Ministe_ 


Sulzer of Switzerland today reached an 
agreement with the state department 
whereby Swiss already drafted, and in 
some instances actually serving in the 
American army shall be discharged if 
they desire upon proof of their Swiss 
citizenship. 


Similar arrangement may be made 


by other neutral representatives and 
the war department has signified its 
willingness to co-operate in securing 
the quick discharge of drafted aliens 
entitled to release. 


KATHARINA SCHRATT, 


ROYAL ACTRESS, DEAD 


Long Intimate of Late Emperor 


Francis Joseph; "Woman Be- 


hind Austrian Throne 


London, England. Jan. 11.—German 


newspapers received here announce 
the death in Vienna of the actress, 
Katharina Schratt, for years an in- 
timate of the late Emperor Francis 
Joseph, and to whom he left $250,- 
000 in his will. 


FIGHTING IN MEXICO EXPECTED 


Kathadina Schratt first met Francis 


Joseph in the early eighties when she 
had a considarable reputation at the 
state theatre in Vienna as a mimic 
and soon became k^own as "the wo- 
man behind the 
Austrian throne." 


Madam Schratt, however, lived to see 
the day, when permission was refused 
her to view the emperor on his bier. 


At the time of her first meeting with 


Francis Joseph, the youns" actress Tvas 
the ,vife of Nicholas von Kiff, a Hun- 
garian, who died in 1915. Court edict 
had it that, the Empress Elizabeth 
who had been known as the 
most 


beautiful princess in all Europe, was 
first to call her royal consort's atten- 
tion to the young woman's loveliness 
of face and the next day she was ap- 
pointed court actress of the Hofburgh 
theatre. 
Throughout the remainder 


of tho empress's life she befriended 
the actress and apparentlv encouraged 
the intimacy between her and the em- 
peror; about which, the country soon 
was gossiping. 


Katharina Schratt was..described as 


an extremely handsome \voman of the 
brunette 
type—tall 
and 
classically 


formed. 
Her eyes weri large .and 


blue .and she had a wealth of dark 
hair. She was possessed of much per- 
sonal magnetism and her 
manners 


were said to be charming. 


The actress remained on the stage 


for many years as the leading lady 
of the Hofburgh theatre. 
She occu- 


pied an establishment near the palace 
and nearly every morning 
Emperor 


Francis Joseph took breakfast with 
her. After Empress Elizabeth -was as- 
sassinated in 
Switzerland 
in 1S9S, 


Madam Schratt wore the deepest of 
mourning. 
The emperor more and 


more sought her companionship and 
she was appointed official "reader" to 
amuse him with Dooks. He caused to 
be published in the state paper of 
Vienna the following: 


"Tho perfectly innocent character 


of the relation between the monarch 
and the actress are known to every- 
one here who has the slightest ac- 
quaintance 
with 
Austro-Hungarian 


cour tlife." 


Katharina Schratt, the actress, then 


became a participant in 
affairs 
of 


state, • playing behind the scenes but 
wielding an influence over the aged 
Austrian emperor that made Austro 
Hungarian statesmen eager to gain 
her council. In politics she was first 
an opponent and then a partisan of 
the Hungarians who desired greater 
legislative priviliges than the dual 
monarchy permitted. It was the act- 
ress who persuaded Emperor Frances 
Joseph in 1905 to receive in audience 
Louis Koistith, son of the great Hun- | 
garian patriot and radical leader.

Emperor Francis Josrph in November,

Montreal, Canada, Jan. 11. — Ger- 


many, will have nothing to fear from 
the United States air fighting forces 
during the coming spring because the 
American aircraft program is "far be- 
hind" its schedule according to Major 
William A. Bishop, winner of a Vic- 
toria cr'oss, who addressed the Cana- 
dian club here today. He is credited 
with the shooting down of 45 German 
aircrafts... 


Major Bishop characterized 'as "un- 


fortunate" the advertising which has 
been given the United States govern- 
ment's aircraft program.

forces during the coming half year, 
Germany, knowing American's inten- 
tions has greatly expanded her flying 
corps in an effort to gain supremacy in 
ilr warfare. 
Consequently he declared 


during tho next few months Great 
Britian will have "to face the most \ 
terrible time she has yet faced and 
specially from the point of view of 
war in the air." 


America's assistance in maintaining 


allied lighting superiority "may be 
felt" by summer, but during the spring 
months,

said, "the 


United States will not be :i. factor for 
the Germans to reckon with in the 
air."

remarks with a plea for support from 
the American ami British nations of 
their leaders. 


"I have accepted the invitation of 


tho American Luncheon club," Mr. 
Churchill said in beginning "for two 
principal reasons, first that we have 
now arrived at the main crisis of the 
war, secondly, that the great issues of 
this war can only bo satisfactorily re- 
solved by vehemence and action of the 
United States."

Consumer From Producer 


Syracuse, Jan. 11.—Dr. Eugene H. 


Porter, state commissioner of foods 
and markets, announced in an ad- 
dress to the New York State Breed- 
ers' association here today that so far 
B« is possible, the department is going 
to eliminate the middlemen and get 
the food of the state from producer 
directly to consumer. 


Dr. Porter, urges that raisers of 


cattle for food should form associa- 
tions, 
erect 
their 
own 
slaughter 


houses and send the butchered beef 
to market, rather than the live stock. 


"Let us work hand in hand and let 


us take the problems to Albany and 
work them out in the 
department 


there. We want to make the depart- 
ment a vital factor in our existence."

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—A cold 


wave equal in severity to that of a 
week ago as approaching the east to- 
night from the west where below zero 
temperature's prevail. 
Lowering tem- 


peratures tomorrow will be accom- 
panied by rain and high T/inds in the 
middle Atlantic district followed by 
general snow Saturday night or Sun- 
day and increasingly cold weather. 


The cold wave originated in the fa~r 


northwest and the line of zero tem- 
peratures reported today east- of the 
Rocky M-ountains had moved east- 
ward tonight, reaching beyond 
the 


Mississippi river and extending from 
the Lakes to the gulf. 


A storm of considerable intensity 


precedes the cold, being central to- 
night over eastern Tennessee and mov- 
ing toward the coast. It was attended 
by snows in southern states from the 
Mississippi to the Carolinas and Vir- 
ginia. 


Willi.ston, N. D., was the coldest city 


in the country tonight, the mercury 
there registering 22 degrees below 
zero. It was IS below at Omaha, 14 
below at Kansas city, and 12 below at 
Oklahoma city while at Louisville the 
reading was zero. 
At Memphis the 


mercury stood S above and the cold 
extended across the couth into north- 
ern Florida where freezing tempera- 
tures were reported.

Sir Frederic Edwin Smith, attorney 
general of Great Britain, declared to- 
night in delivering tho annual address 
before the New York State Bar asso- 
ciation. 


"As the humble mouthpiece here 


tonight of the British," ho said, "1 
bring you this message: 
lie-enforced 


and comforted by your alliance, clasp- 
ing the hands of this country tonight, 
we say: 
" 'Whatever happens, whatever the 


cost may be, of blood and treasure, 
whatever mortgages wo draw upon 
the future vitality of our stock and 
upon our future resources, this quar- 
rel goes through to the death.' " 


"Gentlemen," he continued after 


(prolonged applause had subsided, "if 
we win, and if we punish those who 
have broken the public laws of the 
world, international law will have re- 
ceived a most eminent public vindi- 
cation, the greatest which it has ever 
known in its history. Perhaps no na- 
tion, however strong, would ever dare 
again to dream of aggressive 
war." 


Fighting For Kcign of 
Law. 


"New phases of national develop- 


ment," was the subject of President 
Hughes' address at the afternoon ses- 
sion. 
America entered the war, he 


declared, only "because it is essential 
to our safety that the pretentions of 
brute force should be defeated and 
because the "nation cannQt live in 
peace and security unless 
there 
is 


firmly established among the nations 
the reign of law." 


After reviewing various 
steps in 


legislation in recent years which have 
served to give 
to 
the 
government 


broader police powers in the control 
of interstate matters, both in relation 
to commodities and labor, Mr. Hughes 
said that "the selective 
service law 


was destined to form a new sense of 
individual service upon the part of 
those called to serve it." 


We are witnessing the most extra- 


ordinary adjustment of business to the 
demands of war. 
Out of this extra- 


ordinary laboratory will come new 
methods, new discoveries. 
Many il- 


lusions will vanish. 
Mxich vain theor- 


izing will lose its power. 
We are not 


going to be made over in this war but 
we shall have a new grasp on realities.

"I hope that the days devoted to the

"May we hope that through this war 


we may learn how to regulate and not 
destroy, how to open tho door to 
American enterprise here and abroad 
under rules of public protection which 
can be known in advance and which 
reason can approve.

with regard to tho railroads may por- 
tend. 
But may not expect that we 


shall at least have a conserving and 
upbuilding policy which will recog- 
nize that there is no adequate pro- 
tection to the public interest which 
does not foster the instrumentalities 
of business?

Garfie]d said but there still is a large 
deficiency and it will bo felt chiefly 
this month and next. 


There can be no possible general 


relief for at least sixty days and within 
that time tho situation may grow 
much worse than it is now according 
to Dr. Garfleld. 


All must Conserve Coal. 


"Every one must conserve and cur- 


tail the use of coal," he declared.

The pretty little village of Cue 
d'Ossua, however, was apparently sei 
on flre without cause. A cyclist fel 
oft his machine and his rifle went off 
He Immediately said he had been BUOI 
at. All the Inhabitants were burnt 
in the houses. I hope there will be no 
more such horrors. 


"Dligrace to Our Army." 


"At Leppe apparently 200 men were

"September 8. Still at Bethel, on

are charming inside. The middle class 
In France has magnificent furniture 
We found stylish pieces everywhere 
and beautiful silk, bat in what a state 
. . . Good God I . . . Every bit of 
furniture broken, mirrors smashed. 
The Vandals themselves could not 
have done more damage. This place 
Is a disgrace to our army. 
The In- 


habitants who fled could not have ex- 
pected, of course, that all their good 
would havo boon left intact after so 
many troops had passed. But the col 
umn commanders are responsible for 
the greater part of the damage, as 
they could havo prevented the looting 
•nd destruction. The damage amounts 
to millions of marks; even the safes 
have been attacked. 


"In n solicitor's house, In which, as 


lock would have It, all was In excel- 
lent taste, Including a collection of 
old lace and Eastern works of art, 
everything was smashed to bits. 


"I could not resist taking a little 


memento myself here end there. . 
One house was particularly elegant, 
everything In the best taste. The hall 
was of light oak; I found a splendid 
talncoat under the staircase nnd n 
camera for Felix."

fBrand Whitlock Writes of Maiwacroa. 


In bia report of September 12, 1017, 


to the secretary of state, Minister 
Whitlock has much to tell of the pol- 
icy of frlghtfalncss.

"Summary executions took place (at 


'Dlnant) without the least semblance ' 
of judgment. The names and number 
of the victims are not known, but they 
must be numerous. I have been un- 
able to obtain precise details In this 
(respect and the number of persona 
who have fled is unknown. Among the 
persons who were shot are: Mr. PC 
(oln, mayor of Dinant; Sasserath, 
Brst alderman; Nimmer, aged seven- 
ty: Consul for the Argentine Republic 
Victor Poncelet, who was executed In 
the presence of his wife nnd seven 
children; Wnsselge and !>ls two sons; 
Messrs. Gustavo and Leon Klcnlsc, 
tw» very old men; Jules Monln and 
others all shot in the cellar of their 
brewery; Mr. Camille Pistte and son, 


Pie,dfp.rt, 


his wife and daughter f Miss Maraig- 
ny. During the execution of about 
forty Inhabitants of Dlnant the Ger- 
mans placed before the condemned 
their wives and children. It is thus 
that Madam A'.bln who had just given 
birth to a child, three days pre\ionsly, 
was brought on a mattress by German 
soldiers to witness the execution of 
her husband; her cries and supplica- 
tions were so pressing that her hus- 
band's life was spared." 


"On the 26th of August German sol- 


diers entered various streets (of Lou- 
rain) and ordered the Inhabitants of 
the houses to proceed to the Place de 
1* Station, where the bodies of nearly 
« dozen assassinated persons were ly- 
ing. Women and children were sepa- 
rated from the men and forced to re- 
main on the Place de la Station dur- 
ing the whole day. They had to wit- 
ness the execution of many of their 
fellow citizens, who were for the most 
part shot at the side of the square, 
near the house of Mr. Hemaide 
The 


women and children, after having re- 
mained on the square for more than 
1C hours, were allowed to depart. The 
Gardes Civique? of Louvaln were also 
taken prisoners nnd sent to Germany, 
to the camp of Munster, where they 
were held for several weeks. 


"On Thursday, August 27, order was 


given to the Inhabitants to leave Lou- 
vain because the city was to be bom- 
barded. 
Old men, women, children, 


the sick, priests, nuns, were driven on 
the roads like cattle. More than 10,- 
000 of the Inhabitants were driven as 
far as Tlrlemont, nearly 12 miles from 
Lonvain 


Infants Shot in Mothers' Arm*. 


"One 
of the most sorely tried com- 


munities was that of the little village 
of Tamines, down in what Is known 
as the Borlnage, the coal fields near 
Charlerol. Tamines is a mining vil- 
lage in the Sambre; it is a collection 
of small cottuges sheltering about 5,- 
000 Inhabitants, mostly all poor labor- 
ers. 


"The little graveyard la which the 


church stands bears Its mute testi- 
mony to the horror of the event. There 
are hundreds of new-made graves, each 
with Its small wooden cross and Its 
bit of flowers, the crosses are so close- 
ly huddled that there Is scarcely room 
to walk between them. The crosses 
are alike and all bear the -mine date, 
the sinister date of August 22, 1014 " 


"But whether their hands were cut 


off or not, whether they were Impaled 
on bayonets or not, children were shot 
down, by military order. In cold blood. 
In the awful crime of the Eock of Bay- 
ard, there overlooking the Mense be- 
low Dinant, Infants in their mothers' 
arms were shot down without mercy. 
The deed, never surpassed In cruelty 
by any band of savages, la described 
by the bishop of Namur himself: 
" "One scene surpasses In horror all 


others; It Is the fusillade of 
the 


Rocher Bayard near Dlnant 
It ap- 


pears to have been ordered by Colonel 
Melster. 
This fusillade made many 


victims among the neorby parishes, 
especially those of des Rlvages and 
Neffie. It caused the death of nearly 
90 persons, without distinction of age 
or sex. Among the victims were ba- 
bies in arms, boys and girls, fathers 
and mothers of families, even old 
men. 


Dead Children in Pile ef Bodies. 
" 'It was there that 12 children under 


the age of six perished from the fire 
of the executioners, six of them as 
they lay in their mothers' arms: 
" 'The child Mevet, three weeks old 
"'Maurice Betems, eleven month? 


old" 'Nelly Pollet, eleven months old. 


"'Gllda Genon, eighteen months old. 
" 'Gllda Marchot, two years old 
"'Clara Struvay, two years and sll 


months. 


'"The pile of bodies comprised also 


many children from sis to fourteen 
years. Eight large families have en- 
tirely disappeared 
Tour have but one 


survivor. 
Those men that escaped 


death—and many of whom were rid- 
dled with bullets—were obliged to 
bury in a summary and hasty fashion 
their fathers, mothers, brothers or sis- 
ters, then after having been relieved 
of their money nnd being placed in 
chains they wore sent to Cassel (Prus 
sla).1" 


Mr Hugh Gibbon, the secretary of 


our legation In Belgium, visited Lou- 
vain during Its systematic destruction 
by the Germans. In "A Journal From 
Our Legation in Belgium," New Torlr, 
1917, pages 101-105, ho relates tvhnt 
the German officers told him • 


"It was a story of clearing out civil- 


ians from a largo part of the town, a 
systematic routing out of men from 
cellars and garrets, wholesale shoot- 
ings, the generous use of machine 
guns, and the free application of the 
torch—the whole story enough to 
make one see red. And for our guid- 
ance it was Impressed on us that this

200,000 pa>ments a.lieady have been 
made for the $176,150,000 "war risk" 
appropriation which the government 
has provided for the protection of the 
nation's fighting men._^and their de- 
pendents 


"Ihis was announced tonight by the 


committee on public, infotmation in 
the third and last of its series of state- 
ments concerning pay of the army and 
navy and operations of the war risk 
insurance bureau 


Payments from the "ftai risk" fund 


is in addition to the regular pay of 
soldiers and sailors. 
Three sepaiate 


and distinct elements of piotection are 
offered, allowances for 
the support 


during the war of enlisted men's fam- 
ilies, stated compensation for partial 
and total disability Or death caused 
in the line of 4uty, and government 
insurance agiinst death and total clii> 
ability. 


All enlisted men, under the law, 


must contribute not moia than 50 pei 
cent of their pay toi the support ot 
their immediate families. 
On appli- 


cation the government will add to this 
allotment an allowance of its own of 
from $5 to $30 a month, according to 
the sue of the family, but the man 
must contribute an equal amount 


If an enlisted man or an officer or 


an army or navy nurse should be dis 
abltd by injury or diseases contiacted 
in the line of dutj, the government 
will pay such per&ons fixed compen- 
sation from ?30 to J100 a month, or 
if he should die the government will 
pay the wife, child or widowed moth- 
er fixed compensation from $50 to $75 
a month 
In these payments the gov- 


ernment di,iv,s no distinction between 
officers and enlisted men, «is the com- 
pensation is not based on the pay of 
the man.
